DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9-19, 21-24, 26-28 and 30-36 are allowed. 

Examiner 's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Tsuria (US-7337332) teaches a method and system for transferring electronic content 
wherein a smart card in a first electronic device is used to generate a decryption key for a second 
peer device using a unique identifier and a key unique to the second device. The encrypted 
content and key packet is then delivered to the second peer device. Tsuria fails to anticipate some 
features in the instant claims. Tsuria decryption key is not generated using a hash function as 
recited in the independent claims of the present invention.
